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“ohe Forsaken Christ 


Text: Isa. 53:7, 8. 


“All we alike have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own way; 
and the Lord hath laid on him the in- 
iquity of us all. He was oppressed, and 
he was afflicted, yet he opened not nis 
mouth, * * * He was taken from prison 
and from judgment and who shall declare 
his generation? for he was cut off out of 
the land of the living: for the transgres- 
sion of my people was he stricken.” 

INTRODUCTION: The text is the 
prophetic vision of Isaiah seven hundred 
or more years before Christ entered the 
world, in which he saw Him as a suffer- 
ing, forsaken Savior. Every statement of 
the text was fulfilled in the life of Christ. 
He was not only punished and forsaken 
by His enemies but His very best and 
nearest friends forsook Him. 

FORSAKEN BY HIS OWN 

“He came unto his own (the Jews) and 
his own received him not.” John 1:11. 
They had the privilege of making room 
for Him in the inn, but instead it was 
filled with others who were crowding in- 
to the city to be taxed, and when Mary 
and Joseph arrived they were told, 
There is no room for you in the inn, and 
they were thrust aside, being happy at 
least to share the shelter with the beasts 
of burden. It was on this memorable night, 
in this humble place, that Christ entered 
the world as an unwelcome Savior. His 
own had long looked for the promised 
Messiah but had made no preparation to 
receive Him. At one time He said, “The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests, but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay his head.” The supreme 
religious council of His own people, who 
should have crowned and hailed Him as 
their King, went into council and con- 
sulted that they might take Him by sub- 
tility and kill Him. Judas, one of His 
trusted disciples, slipped away from the 
home of Simon the leper, where Jesus 
Was stopping over with His disciples, and 
went before the supreme council and be- 
trayed Him into the hands of sinners to 
be crucified. The high priest and Annas, 
with the council, and their friends, led 
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Him away to the Gentile courts and made 
false accusations, demanding His death 
as if they were unaware of the fact that 
they were condemning their own Mes- 
siah. 
FORSAKEN BY PERSONAL 
FRIENDS 

He called His disciples His friends, and 
they were, they loved Him dearly, and 
one time Peter declared he would go with 
Him unto death even though ali others 
betrayed and forsook Him, but when the 
test came, alas, they all forsook Him and 
fled. That blood thirsty mob led by Judas 
so affrightened them as they laid hold 
upon Him in the garden that they broke 
ranks and fled into the dark, and Peter 
and John followed afar off, while there 
seems to be no record where the other 
nine spent the night. While Peter stood 
by the fire warming himself in the judz- 
ment hall, he was recognized by a young 
lady as one who was with Jesus, but 
he cursed and denied bitterly any knowl- 
edge of Him. When the forsaken Christ, 
with no one to declare His generation, 
set His humble yet piercing eyes upon 
Him, it was more than the apostle cou'd 
bear, so breaking down he left the room 
and went out and repented, weepiug bit- 
terly and confessing his sin against th- 
Christ to whom he had pledged hits 
friendship, even unto death. 

Jesus had two friends on the council, 
Joseph and Nicodemus who came to Him 
by night. In previous councils they had 
undertaken to defend Him but being so 
abused in their defence they doubtless de- 
cided it would be suicide to be present 
when Christ was arraigned before their 
court, accordingly they were not there 
but had forsaken their post of duty in 
fear, leaving no one to defend Him, not 
even a witness nor a friend to sympathize 
with Him. 

FORSAKEN IN DEATH 

Christ died surrounded by mocking -n- 
emies. His disciples who had followed 
Him for more than three years had for- 
saken Him and no one seems to know 


where they were when Christ died. His 
mother, His dearest earthly lover, was not 


present to speak words of comfort, and 
other women who had followea Him from 
Galilee stood afar off weeping fearful of 
abuse if they came near unto Him. Josepir 
and Nicodemus, members of the great 
Sanhedrin court and personal friends uf 
Christ, seem to have still been in hiding, 
but the saddest of all seems to be the 
fact that it was necessary that even God 
His Father should forsake Him until He 
could taste death for every man. As He 
sank into the dark shadows of the valley 
ef death it would not have been so hor- 
rible, though His friends had forsaken 
Him, if God could have stood by His side 
and relieved him of the pains of 
death, but God turned His face 
away from Him while He suffered for 
the sins of the entire world, and Christ 
in His unbearable sufferings, cried, MY 
GOD, MY GOD, WHY HAST THOU FOR- 
SAKEN ME? Thus He finally cried, ITIS 
FINISHED, and yielded up the ghost and 
died a forsaken death without a word of 
comfort from a friend. 
HIS FUNERAL 

Very often after one has died their 
friends gather in and say good things to 
each other about the deceased. and large 
crowds attend the funeral while their 
favorite minister relates the greatest ac- 
complishments of their life. In the death 
and funeral of Christ it was not so, but 
Joseph went to Pilate and begged His 
body and wrapped it in fine linen. There 
seems to have been only Joseph, Mary 
Magdalene, Mary the mother of Joses 
and probably Nicodemus, at the funeral. 
His own mother was not there, the sev- 
enty preachers that He had sent out were 
not there, the twelve apostles were .09t 
there, none of the great crowd that had 
followed and hailed Him as 2 heroic 
king was not there, not even a minister 
to mention the great things of life that 
He had done, was there, thus He was 
buried without a sermon, prayer or song, 
with no flowers nor a relative present to 
shed a tear. 

IS HE YET FORSAKEN 
There are millions who confess Him is 


' their personal Friend and Savior, but not 


as bold as they should. There seems to be 
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a reproach that goes with His name that 
so many are not fond of bearing. How 
many times have you been caught in a 
hotel lobby, on the street or in a world- 
ly-minded crowd elsewhere, that you were 
not free to immediately defend your 
Christ? A young professed Christian left 
his home and went to a very wicked log- 
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ging camp to work. On his arrival back 
home a friend asked him if it wasn’t hard 
to live a Christian life among those un- 
godly people. He remarked, “I did not let 
them know I was a Christian.” I am con- 
vinced that secret Christianity in this 
world will prevent Christ awning us in 
the judgment, therefore let us be bold 
and ready witnesses for Him. 


Divine Credentials

“Ye have not chosen me, but I have 


chosen you, and ordained yon, 
that you should go and bring 
forth fruit, and that your fruit 


should remain: that whatsoever ye shall 
ask of the Father in my name, he may 
give it you,” Jno. 15:16. We have here 
two acts of Divine will. 1. A choosing 
out. 2. An ordainment. Neither is 
based on any part of human will or ai- 
tainment. Rather through the choice of 
Him “who worketh all things after the 
council of his own will.” The question 
naturally arises, What constituted the 
“ordainment” here mentioned as admin- 
istered by Jesus the Head of the Church? 


TO SET, TO CONSTITUTE OR TO 
APPGINT 

In the original the word is “etheeka” 
which is derived from “titheemi” which 
means to set in place, to constitute or ap- 
point to a place or function. The same 
word is used in 1 Cor. 12:28 where refer- 
ence is made to certain ministries being 
placed or “set” in the church. Howevér, 
the thought here mentioned is not so 
much the setting of individuals into cer- 
tain positions, as it has to do with “plac- 
ing” or appointing within their own lives 
the necessary authority and power inci- 
dent to “produee or bring forth fruit.” 
The bearing of fruit was the first needed 
thing, which alone could spring from the 
spiritual seed-germ of the eternal Word 
of God, and which must operate through 
the realm of the Holy Spirit. The same 
individuals were however, later “placed 
or set” within and over their respective 
fields of labor, to further its prosperity 
and preserve it from decay. It must, 
however, be remembered that primarily 
it was not caring for “fruit” already pro- 
duced, but the act of devising means of 
producing “fruit.” Therefore, it is logi- 
cally in harmony with divine process to 
assert that Jesus here referred to the 
implanting of divine principle and truth 
in the lives of those whom He had chosen, 
and not the appointment alone to a cer- 
tain position. It is, however, evident that 
such an ordainment included all neces- 
sary gifts and graces, not only for the 
purpose of “fruit-bearing” but as well for 
taking care of it after it had been pro- 
duced. The sequel to our text from a 


spiritual standpoint, is aptly defined in 
Luke 24:49 and Acts 1:8. The enduement 


of the Holy Spirit was the essential or- 
dainment preparatory to producing 
“faith.” 
ORDAINMENT DEFINED 

The essentials of such an ordainment 
are aptly defined within the following 
terms. 1. Power to herald the gospe! 
truth. to quicken and give life to the 
spoken word, that it might germinate 
within the heart of its hearers. Luke 24: 
49; Acts 1:8; Eph. 6:10. 2. Jno. 16:8- 
11. To reveal the things of Christ unto 
His “chosen” ministers, Jno. 16:13-15; 1 
Cor. 2:10-12. 3. To comfort in a worid 
of sorrow and tribulations | Jno. 16:6, 20; 
2 Cor. 1:4. 4. To guide in the way of 
all truth. Jno. 16:13; 1 Pet. 1:11; 2 Pet. 
1:21. With such an equipment the work- 
er is not only equipped with the ability 
to bear fruit, but also to especially pro- 
vide consolation and comfort for his own 
sake. 

NOT AN ORDINARY CREDENTIAL 

Such an ordainment is of an extraordi- 
nary nature; it is not the handing of a 
paper certificate through some bishop or 
dignitary, yet it is all that and far more. 
Such an ordainment proceeds from the 
Bishop of our souls. The credential is 
one of particular obscurity so far as au- 
thority from a governing church body 
is concerned, or a paper certificate, yet 
on the other hand it embodies all inspir- 
ed scripture as its authority and coin- 
cidence, which provides that a minister 
should make “full proof of thy ministry.” 


WHERE SHOULD WE LOOK 

The question naturally arises, Where 
should we look for a certificate of author- 
ity? We are frank to answer, If there be 
no divine evidence that a man has been 
called into the ministry of Jesus Christ; 
if there be no “fruit” within the individ- 
ual life which will attest the fact of min- 
isterial discipleship, then from a human 
standpoint the case is hopeless. 
As a matter of fact, Christ always sub- 
mitted tangible evidence. 1. “By this 
shall all men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples if ye have love one toward anoth- 
er.” In my opinion there is nothing that 
so distracts from Christian brotherhood 
and discipleship as the Jack of divine 
love among God’s ministers. 2. “By 
their fruits ye shall know them.” In this 
case the reference is to the fact of dis- 
cipleship and no less to the origin of 
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one’s spirituality, Matt. 7:15-20. 3. Dif- 
ferent from the first mark of discipleship 
of divine love for each other, and equally 
different from the source of one’s spir- 
ituality, yet particularly embodying both 
of them, comes the convincing proof of a 
believer’s faith in Christ by certain tangi- 
ble signs following them, mentioned in 
Mark 16:17, 18. From the lips of Christ 
we have what in his mind constituted a 
properly ordained minister. 

On the face value of our text we have 
a right to expect two things to be mani- 
fested in the lives of His ministers. 1. 
Fruit. 2. Signs. The first attests the 
usefulness of the vessel as related to 
Christ in the furtherance of His minis- 
try. The second verifies the minister as 
to his authority, and is no less a proof 
that he has been sent by Christ. While 
there was some form of introductory let- 
ter of approval used by the early church, 
which may have been a simple letter or 
even a more advanced form which cou!d 
be used as a regular safeguard, perhaps 
answering to what we now call a “cre- 
dential” or letter of recommendation, 
however, it is all the more certain thai 
these particular signs are themselves the 
one particular evidence as to ministerial 
jurisprudence. 

In the light of 2 Cor. 12:12; 1 Cor. 9:2; 
Mark 16:17-20 we have a right to expect 
both “fruit” and “mighty signs and won- 
ders” to be manifested through the minis 
try of Christ’s “sent ones.” Please bear 
in mind that the word for “apostle,’ 
translated from the Greek simply means 
a “sent one.” Christ was “approved of 
God” by miracles, wonders, and signs as 
an evidence of His divinity. Therefore 
those who are “sent” by Him as mentioned 
in our text, are “approved” by the same 
kind of a ministry as that of Christ him. 
self; which are reviewed in the light cf 
Mark 16:17-20; Heb. 2:4 and elsewhere. 
Let it no less be remembered that the 
manifestation of such signs through His 
“sent ones” are also an evidence on the 
part of the individual that they are alse 
identified with Christ. The Book of the 
Acts of the apostles is a treatise on tho 
ministry of Christ as manifested in the 
lives of His apostles, and traces the ori- 
gin of all such ministry unto Christ the 
head of the Church, Acts 2:32-34, which 
identifies the work and worker with Him 
that sent him. 

THAT YOUR FRUIT SHOULD 
REMAIN 

The purpose of Christ was twofold in 
its nature. 1. That ye should go and 
bring forth fruit. 2. That your fruit 
should remain. It would be useless to as- 
sert that all the benefits of Christ’s or- 
dainment were for the purpose of “bear- 
ing fruit.” He equally included in that or- 
dainment provison that “your fruit might 
remain,” which necessitated permanent 
ability within the worker, not only to 
know how to win a soul to Christ or to 
conduct a revival but no less so how to 
feed and nourish a single convert or to 
pastor a church called by the apostles and 
Christ, “Feeding the flock.” Therefore, 
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primary and permanent ministeries are 
found within the ordainment of Christ. 

As we have already stated before, it 
wasn’t a mere scrap of paper to show off 
with, or as an insignia of our official re- 
lation to, or position within the church, 
but it contained all that is necessary tu 
make one a unique and successful work- 
er for and minister with Christ, which 
particularly finds its outgrowth from our 
ordainment or spiritual relation with 
Christ from whom all resultant minis- 
teries flow. See Eph. 4:11 where Christ 
“gave” to the Church. See “for perfecting 
of,” verse 12. For purpose of, verse 13.The 
ultimate aim of these ministeries was 
for the purpose of “growth” that we 
“may grow up into him in all things,” 
V. 16. Such ministeries cause that “the 
whole body” should be “fitly joined to- 
gether.” That the outgrowth may be per- 
manent all ministeries originate from 
within Christ since He is Head of the 
Church, and have their accomplishment 
in renewing and restoring the creation 
back to the “one body” which is Christ 
of whom, through whom, and to whom, 
are all things. 

DIVINE CREDENTIALS CONCLUDE 

“The works that I do in my Father’s 
name, they bear witness of me.” While 
the prophets’ voices had heralded forth 
the coming of Christ in multiplied vision 
and form, it remained that “his own re 
ceived him not, because they knew him 
not.” There was therefore no point of 
contact except that “the works that 
Christ did “bore witness of Him that God 
had sent Him. 

Everything that bordered a single event 
coupled with Christ was surrounded with 
the supernatural. Every angle of His 
ministry, whether in word or act, was 
one of miraculous import and importance. 
“Never man spake like this.” We never 
saw it on this fashion. 2. “He doeth all 
things well.” “The lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead 
are raised up, and the poor have the gos- 
pel preached to them.” “Go and shew 
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John again those things which ye do 
hear and see.” Such events was the 
answer of Christ Himself unto His in- 
quiring disciples. His answer was one of 
miracle, of divine attestation; there was 
no place for human testimony. The same 
example is coupled with His own “sent 
ones.” These signs shall follow them that 
believe, was His standard set. We dare 
not admit our calling into the gospel of 
Christ, if such marks of divine call and 
approval are not upon our ministry, 
without confessing our infidelity or 
abashing ourselves with a confession that 
we are in fact “weighed and found want- 
ing” in spiritual content. 

When the apostles travelled about they 
had little if anything to introduce them, 
or to identify them except a gospel of 
miraculous events. God stir us to the 
place of divine acceptance, wnere we shall 
not be identified and honored by our of- 
ficial position, or by the credential we 
carry or by the title appended to our 
name, but may we strive to have the 
stamp or mark of “Divine Credentials” 
coupled with our every action. It is this 
that will convince the world of a living 
Christ, and of a gospel to save from sin. 
This and nothing less will turn the world 
back from its infidelity to the “old path” 
wherein is the good way. Divine creden- 
tials were those carried by Moses as he 
swayed all Egypt under the rod of the 
miracle of divine power. Divine creden- 
tials were those by which Elijah chal- 
lenged the prophets of Baal. Nothing less 
than these will qualify God’s servant to 
stand before an apostate Ahab, or back- 
slidden Israel. Nothing less will resurrect 
the Church and transform it into a 
church of power and vision of the perish- 
ing world and the work that lies before 
it.

We think 
of the great charity organization com- 
ing to the aid of those who have fallen 
victims to the many disasters and catas- 
trophes of our day, administering food, 
clothing, etc. This is a great work in- 
deed, yet at this point our minds drift 
back to the soul again, and we are bound 
to conclude that the saving of the soul 
is the greater work, for the time will 
soon come when we will not need these 
temporal things, but there never will be 
a time when the soul will not need hap- 
piness, and so our eternal happiness will 
depend on the work of saving the soul.

We think of the great charity institu- 
tions, such as hospitals and sanatoriums, 
where the cripple, the blind, the maimed, 
the halt, are protected and cared for. We 
think of the great orphan homes and in- 
stitutions of rescue, where women and 
children are saved from a cold world, 
and sheltered and cared for. There is no 
doubt about these being great  institu- 
tions, yet we have another in mind that 
we are sure is greater, and that is the 
great CHURCH OF GOD, which has per- 
petuated the memory, oracles, command- 
ments and precepts of our God, and in 
which we can find shelter and protec- 
tion for the soul from the onslaughts of 
the enemy. And while all other institu- 
tions will fail soon or !ater, Jesus said:

Today we hear of such committees, con- 
ferences and councils being held to lay 
plans for relief in this great depression 
that we are in, and there are many such 
plans too numerous to mention. But the 
greatest plan of all is the plan of salva- 
tion. Why would I say this? First, be- 
cause of the great price that was paid to 
purchase this plan. Note, this plan was 
purchased, while other plans are formu- 
lated. “Wherefore Jesus also, that ne 
might sanctify the neople with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate. Let us 
go forth therefore unto him without the 
camp, bearing his reproach.” Heb. 13: 12- 
13. Second, because other plans will fail, 
and new ones will be formulated, but 
the plan of salvation is for the soul, and 
is eternal, and will never fail. 


SIXTH: THE GREATEST PERSON- 
ALITY 

When we begin to think along the line 
of personalities, we can go away back 
for ages and take the biographies and 
autobiographies of many great personal- 
ities, such as Abraham, the great out- 
standing character of faith, Moses in 
méekness, Job in patience, and many of 
the prophets in their great boldness and 
oratory.

To live in peace is to have a 
clean temple where the Holy Ghost 
abides. He will not take up habitation in 
an unclean temple. In order to do this 
we must keep ourselves unspotted from 
the world.

The first three days were given to fast- 
ing. Services opened Sept. 6 at 9:00 a.m.

Vital Herne. He explained the reason for 
the convention and called to memory the 
trials that he and the assembly experi- 
enced the last year to maintain the real 
spirit of holiness among us, and it is 
without regret that we are in what God 
intended we should be, The Church of 
God.

WONDERFULLY MADE 


In the human body there are about 
two hundred and sixty-three bones. The 
muscles are about five hundred in num. 
ber. The length of the alimentary canal 
is about thirty-two feet. The amount of 
blood in an adult averages 30 pounds, or 
fully one-fifth of the entire weight. 


The heart is six inches in length and 
four inches in diameter and beats sev- 
enty times a minute, 4200 an hour, 100, 
800 a day, 36,792,000 a year, 2,565,440,000 
in three-score and ten years, and at each 
beat two and a half ounces of blood are 
thrown out of it, one hundred and seven- 
ty-five ounces a minute, six hundred and 
fifty-six pounds an hour, seven and three. 
fours tons a day. All the blood in the 
body passes through the heart in three 
minutes, This little organ, by its cease- 
less industry, pumps each day what is 
equal to lifting one hundred and twenty- 
two tons one foot high, or one ton one 
hundred and twenty-two feet high. 


The lungs will contain about one gal- 
lon of air at their usual degree of infla- 
tion. We breathe on an average 1200 
times an hour, inhale six hundred gal- 
lons of air, or 24,000 a day. The aggre- 
gate surface of the air cells of the lungs 
exceeds 20,000 square inches, an area 
very nearly equal to the floor of a room 
twelve feet square. 


The average weight of the brain of an 
adult male is three pounds and eight 
ounces, of a female two pounds and four 
ounces. The nerves are all connected with 
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it, directly or by the spinal marrow. 
These nerves, together with their branch- 
es and minute ramifications, probably ex- 
ceed 10,000,000 in number, forming a 
body-guard outnumbering by far the 
greatest army ever marshaled! 


The skin is composed of three layers, 
and varies from one-fourth to one-eighth 
of an inch in thickness. The atmospheric 
pressure being about fourteen pounds, 
to the square inch, a person of medium 
size is subjected to a pressure of 40,000 
lbs. Each square inch of skin contains 
35,000 sweating tubes or  perspiratory 
pores, each of which may be likened to 
a little drain pipe one-fourth of an inch 
long, making an aggregate length of the 
entire surface of the body of 201,166 feet, 
or a tile ditch for draining the body al- 
most forty miles long.
